In July, 1942, a joint effort of the Santa Rosa Junior College and the Sonoma 
County Hospital was made to establish a school of nursing. From a starting class of 
six people (who, incidentally, were housed in Mr. Bailey's home) their effort has 
grown to a school of fifty-three students. 

The Santa Rosa Junior College School of Nursing has a three year program which 
includes college classes at the Junior College and residence as well as ward experi¬ 
ence and instruction at the County Hospital. 

In 1 945, a long modern brick building was constructed on the hill, amid the tall 
Eucalyptus trees, behind the Sonoma County Hospital. Here the students live, work, 
study, and play. The Hall is equipped with its own medical library which is essen¬ 
tial for the education of a student nurse. 

Every March, Chanate Hall is a place of buzzing excitement and nervous joy; for at 
this time of year those of the Freshman class have earned the privilege of wearing a 
cap. A solemn and picturesque ceremony takes place as the girls receive the distin¬ 
guishing mark of every nurse—a white cap. 

In September a second step is added to the ladder of the Student Nurses. A single 
black velvet stripe is placed on the left corner of the cap. The girls are now junior 
students and well along the way in their nursing education. March soon rolls around 
again and this time it is capping for the Freshmen and also half-way time for the Jun¬ 
iors. 

June brings graduation from Junior College; and the following September another 
velvet stripe is placed beside the first. Eight months later the class again receives di¬ 
plomas, but this time they are clad in white uniforms and cap instead of the tradi¬ 
tional mortar board and flowing gown.
